The article-on th® West Nile vinis is not intended to panic any- 
one. The odds are still very, very slim that any one individual 
will be infected and seriously affected by the bug. However, 
like avoiding lightening prone situations, it is just good busi- 
ness to be careful. The mosquitoes transmit this vinis and 
Coffee County has plenty of mosquitoes, There are a number 
of simple things all individuals can do to reduce the breeding 
places for these biting “things” and it is to the benefit of tis as 
individuals and to society if we will practice these preventive 
measures. 


We didn’t watch the televised debates between the two major 
candidates for governor on. Monday night. Judging by’ the 
news reports of the-évent, it turned out about as we expected 
Aside from the dumb questions asked by some of the news 
media folks present, the two candidates rolled out their previ 
ously practiced slams at each other's so called weaknesses, As 
if that wasn't enough, wé got some more of the same Tuesday 
on the fax machine from the Riley campaign.

America’s youth are in’ the 
midst of a calcium crisis, 
according ‘to’statistics from the 
U_S.

For example, the College 
opened its first on-line registra- 
tion opportunities this fall:

other mosquito-bortie diseases 
is to avoid getting mosquito 
bites, Other viruses that are 
transmitted” by mosquitoes, 
including those that cause St. 
Louis Encephalitis (SLE) and 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(EEE), already exist in Alabama 
and people can take the follow- 
ing precautions to protect them- 
selves and their family against 
them: 

* Empty standing water in 
old tires, cemetery urns, buck- 
ets, plastic covers, toys, or any 
other container where "wrig- 
glers” and "tumblers" live. 

* Empty and change the 
water in bird baths, fountains, 
wading pools, rain barrels, and 
potted plant trays at least once a 
week if not more often. 

* Drain or fill temporary 
pools with dirt. 

* Keep swimming pools 
treated and circulating and rain 
gutters unclogged. 

* Use mosquito repellents 
when necessary and. follow 
label directions and precautions 
closely, 

* Use head nets, long 
sleeves and long pants if you 
venture into areas with high 
mosquito populations, such as 
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salt marshes, 

* If there is a mosquito- 
borne disease warning in effect, 
Stay inside during the evening 
when mosquitoes are most 
active. 

*Make sure your home, 
porch, and patio have tight-fit- 
ting screens that keep mosqui- 
toes out. All mosquitoes need 
standing water for the first 
Slages of — development. 
Eliminate stagnant — water 
around your home, where mos- 
quitoes can lay eggs, by dispos- 
ing of old tin caris, jars, tires, 
plant pots, and any other con- 
tainer that can hold water. In the 
spring, inspect rain gutters and 
downspouts and remove any 
leaves and other debris. Stack 
wheelbarrows, tubs, buckets, 
barrels, boats or canoes, ete. 
upside down so that water can- 
not accumulate in them. Empty 
stagnant bird baths, lily ponds, 
small wading pools, etc. at least 
once a week. Properly maintain 
backyard swimming pools to 
discourage the development of 
mosquitoes, Cover any pool not 
in use so rainwater and leaves 
do not accumulate in it. Be sure 
the cover does not hold pockets 
of water. 

* Replace your outdoor

to discourage mosquitoes, 
*Use a mosquito repellent 


that contains DEET (N, N- °

Use 
products containing 10% or less 
DEET for children and no more 
than 30% for adults, Do NOT 
use products containing DEET 
on infants. Carefully read and 
follow directions on the con- 
tainer and wash treated skin 
when mosquito exposure has 
ended. 

*Citfonella candles and 
lamps can. help repel mosqui- 
toes from outside areas during 
social activities. 

* Contact your local mos- 
quito control district or health 
department. Neighborhoods are 
occasionally sprayed to prevent 
disease and nuisance caused by 
large mosquito numbers. The 
City of Elba has an ongoing 
spraying program every after- 
noon from about 3:00 p.m: until 
dark, five days a week, The 
spray truck works from city 
limits to city limits and will 
occasionally pull into drive- 
ways and spray when asked. If 
you have any questions about

In addition to those 
symptoms, people with WNV 
infections may also have skin 
rash and enlarged or swollen

Council member Ricky 
Strickland ‘said he didn't have a 
problem with accepting the pro- 
posal as long as the firm was 
bound to that cost and would not 
later be able to change its mind.

One commissioner takes offense to another's letter

The issue of the commission 
chairmanship continued to be a 
hot topic for the Coffee County 
Commission Monday evening, 
Aug. 12, as the matter reached a 
new level of intensity 

Commissioner Jim Thompson 
opened the issue for discussion 
with his response to a copy of a 
letter each commissioner 
received from commissioner 
Bernest Brooks: 

Thompson quickly made clear 
his disapproval of the letter say- 
ing he felt it indicated that 
Brooks. was- referring to: the 
other commissioners as racists, 

“lam offended by the letter 
you putin my box,” he said with 
his remarks directed towards 
Brooks. 

The letter Thompson referred 
to was aletter written by Brooks 
to Attlorney"James U, Blacksher 
of Birminghdm. 

In the letter,-Brooks indicated 
he feels as though “the Coffee 
County Commission is alleged- 
ly trying to carry out some of the 


ald policies —-Ricism.” He said 
his basis was the consent decree 
concerning the case John 
Dillard ys. Crenshaw 

However, Brooks’ questions 
do not include all parts of the 
consent decree. He said his con: 
cern is with the election of the 
commission chairman. 

“We have elected'a chairman 
as directed by the Judge, but 
after serving on the Coffee 
County Commission for nine 
years | have been unable to be 
elected chairman,” Brooks stat- 
ed in his letter. 

He continued by saying he 
feels some things should be 
reconsidered in the matter, 

Brooks: said’ Blacksher was 
one of the lead attorneys in the 
Coffee County Case (class 
action law suit John Dillard vs. 
Crenshaw). He asked Blacksher 
to look into the matter and get 
whatever information necessary 
to the Judge. 

“Tt is evident that a minority 
commissioner in Coffee County 
with the past and the present 
commission will not bé elected 
chairman unless the court order 


is amended,” Brooks wrote 

During Monday ~ evening's 
commission meeting, Brooks 
defended his letter saying he 
does not feel the current election 
process for chairman has been 
fair 

“I feel it is still my respons} 
bility to represent my distriet,” 
he said, “I feel | should-have all 
rights and privileges as the other 
commissioners.” 

During a previous meeting of 
the commission, Brooks offered 
a motion that the commission 
chairmanship be rotated instead 
of elected; however, his motion 
failed. 

Commissioner Douy 
Dalrymple had questioned the 
rotation process indicating -he 
did not seé how a rotation 
process could serve as the reso- 
lution since there are seven dis- 
tricts in Coffee County .and only 
four. years (oa commission 
term. 

Monday evening, Brooks 
responded to this question with

Ingram said — systemwide 
enrollment was up 28.99: stu- 
dents from. the. previous year 
with the biggest increase being 
al the Zion Chapel Schools 
Where enrollment was up 32,5 
students,
